Smith, 
Coughlan, McKillican, Munn, Robertson, 
Richards, Holland ami Renouf. 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A letter was read from the Mayor of Van- 
couver, asking for particulars as to the 
lepers on Darey Island — whether the dis- 
ease way contracted in this country or 
otherwise, und also correspondence, if any, 
in relation to these cases. A case was be- 
ing prepared by the City Solicitor to be 
forwarded to the Dominion Government. 

It was ordered that request he complied 
with, 

Mr. Edward Mallandaine wrote, suggest- 
ing that Simco .street bo widened be tore the 
tram-car line be laid. Referred to Street 
committee. 

A. \Y. Moore & Co. wrote, drawing at- 
tention to the sea of mud on Douglas street, 
opposite the Turner anil Jewell Blocks; 
also complaining of flooded collars. Re- 
ferred to Street commit tee. ,. 

A letter was read from the inhabitants of 
Sayward avenue, Spring Ridge, 'asking that 
it drain he laid through the thoroughfare. 
There were two cases ot typhoid fever and 
one of diphtheria. Referred to Sewage 
committee. 

From J. Poynter— complaining of the dis- 
graceful condition of Pine street. Referred 
to Street committee. 

Ai.d. MrtNS said that the sidewalk at 
Craigflower road hud been pulled up by the 
Tramway Co. during construction. It hud 
not since besn replaced. 

A letter was read from the Women's Mis- 
sionary Society, .Methodist church, asking 
remission of the txxes on their property on 
Cormorant street, used as a refuge home for 
Chinese women. 

Ald. Richards suggested tint the matter 
be referred to the Finance committee. 

Ald. Renoup moved that the taxes on 
the property be remitted. 

Ald. Richards withdrew his motion and 
seconded t he amendment, 

Ald Holland — If we are taking this 
subject into consideration, had we not better 
remit the taxes on the Protestant Orphans' 
Home ''. 

Ald. Renouf — I think so. 

Ald. Cot:i:iii,AN— I doubt if these Chinese 
can be classed us old or infirm. If we are 
to remit taxes I think the Protestant Orphan 
Home has stronger claims " .on us than this 
Chinese home. There limy be others who 
Beek exemption. The whole matter should 
be referred to the Assessment committee. 

Ald. CororiLAN's suggestion was adopted. 

The residents of Simcoe street sent in a 
petition protesting against the laying down 
of tram car tails on Simooe street, on the 
ground that the street was already too nar- 
row for ordinary purposes. 

Ald. Ren-oi f pointed out that the char- 
ier of the company cave them power to run 
the line over this thoroughfare, and conse- 
quently the Council had nothing to do with 
it. 

Ald. Mumn denied that the Tramway 
company had any inch power. They could 
run their lines over the streets scheduled, 
except on .such streets us are too narrow to 
allow of carriage ways. 

Ald. REtfODP — In which ease the track is 
to be laid to*vither side. 

Ald. Smith objected to the tracks being 
laid at any place but in the centre of the 
street. 

Ald. McKillican — If they run in the 
centre of Simcoe street there will be no car- 
riage way. The street is but. thirty feet 
wide. 

Ald. Mi-nn— If the street is only thirty 
feet wide, and a pathway he put on both 
sides, there won't be room for a carriage. 

Referred to Street committee. 

TENDERS FOB PIPES. 

The City Clerk announced the receipt of 
tenders for the supply of water pipe. 

Ald. Runout — Would it not bo well for 
its, before opening these tenders, to see 
where this money is to come from. They 
will cost ull the way from §25,000 to ?■!(),- 
000, and the tenor of the Royal Commis- 
sioners is that wo cannot hind the next 
Cou noil. 

A t. ii. Smith pointed out tint this was the 
usual custom. The pipes would be an as- 
set. 

On motion of Aid. Coughlan, the tenders 
were opened — lifteeu in all. Messrs. E.G. 
Trior, R. I'. Rithet and Findlay, Durham 
& lirodie appeared to be the most favorable 
tenderers, the prices ranging from §39.117 to 
§42 per ton of 2,240 lbs. ' 

The tenders were referred to the Watrr 
Works committee. 

SCHOOL IIOAUD TROUBLES' 

Ald. Richards moved that the School 
Trustee matter he taken up. 

Ald. Robertson seconded the motion. 

Ald. Renouf asked if the City Barristers 
had given in their opinion on the subject. 

The Chairman' replied in the negative. 

Ald. Renook— Then wo cannot go on 
with it. 

Ald. Riohaeds moved the following reso- 
lution, seconded by Ald. Robertson : 

" That it is tho opinion of this Council, 
after having duly considered the corres- 
pondence which lias been laid before the 
Council, that Mr. Charles Hnyward, Chair- 
man of the Board of School Trustees, has 
exceeded his duties as such chairman. Re 
if therefore resolved, that the appointment 
of Mr. Charles Hnyward as Chairman of 
the Board of School Trustees, and as one of 
the representatives of this Council on said 
Hoard of School Trustees, lie cancelled, and 
that the Clerk notify Mr. Hayward of the 
action of this Council, and that the Lieut.- 
Qovernor-in-Council be so notified." 

Ald. Reboot?— You surprise mo, Aid. 
Richards, one of tho petitioning trustees, 
moving such a resolution. I think that 
while tho matter is being discussed Aid. 
Richards ought lo retire. 

Ald. Richards— I am a member of this 
Board, and have n perfect right to express 
myself here. 

Ald. Robertson seconded the motion, 
which was supported by Aid. Smith. 

Aid), Renol'f— I think it very bad ti'sto 
/ 



on tho part of Aid. Richards to move such 
a resolution. I oppose it, on the ground 
that we have not as yet received the legal 
opinion asked for from the city barristers ; 
and, until we receive that, wo should not 
act. 

Ald. Richards— I am here ns a member 
of this Board. There was not cue of you 
had the pluck to stand up here and move 
such a resolution as that. 

Ald. Munn thought that everything done 
at the Board should be done decently and in 
good order. At the last meeting of the 
Council it was decided to call for an opinion 
from the City Barristers. That was not 
now before them. It would place the Coun- 
cil in u very awkward position if that legal 
opinion was contrary to the action now pro- 
posed by Aid. Richards. 

Ald. McKillican, as the seconder of the 
original motion calling for a legal opinion, 
advised that no definite action lie taken in 
the matter. It would be better to defer it 
until they heard from the City Barristers. 

Ald. Holland thought it would be bet- 
ter to allow the matter to stand until the 
legal opinion be received. He understood 
that they were to have the benefit of Mr. 
Richards' opinion also. 

Al.D. Richards said that the real reason 
of the delay was that Mr. Hayward was 
consulting Mr. Richards. If the Council 
thought that Mr. Hayward was justified in 
his action, they should sustain him, and the 
petitioners would step out. 

Ald. Munn moved that tho resolution lie 
on the table; but, having spoken on it, was 
ruled out of order. 

Ai.d. Richards then asked permission to 
withdraw his motion, and for it to lio over 
for a week, provided that it be taken up at 
the next meeting, whether tho barristers' 
opinion was in or not. 

Tin; Mayor called for a vote on the pro- 
posal to withdraw the motion, and allow 
it to stand over. 

Aid. Munn, McKillican, Renouf and Hol- 
land voted for the holding over of tlie 
motion. 

Aid. Smith, Coughlan and Robertson 
voted contra. 

Aid. Richards did not vote, and the 
Mayoi's attention was called to the fuct. 

11 is Wonsrnr called upon the Alderman 
to record his" vote, which he did in favor of 
adjournment. 

MONETARY 1IV-LAWS. 

The City Clerk announced that the next 
business in orde: was the consideration of 
the monetary by-laws. The first on the list 
was the Wa'er Woiks By-law, asking lor a 
vote of §200,000. , • 

Ald. Cot 'iiiilan, as chairman of the 
Waters Works committee, did not wish the 
by-law to come up so late in the year. He 
was inclined to leave it to the next Council. 

Ai.d. Robertson and Ald. Smith con- 
curred in this view, the latter alluding to 
the Royal Commission as a. detriment to 
the city. 

Ald. Renouf differed with this view. 
No doubt there would have to be an exten- 
sion of the water works service, and this 
ought to be provided for. 

It was decided to allow the by-law to 
stand over. 

The next by-law was one to enable the 
Corporation to raise §100,000 for street 
purposes. 

Ald. Smith, sis mover, withdrew the bill. 
A by-law for §10,000 for streets and side- 
walks was also withdrawn. 

Ax,D. Renouf moved the reading r,f the 
§25,000 by-law for the B. C. Agricultural 
Association, explaining that tlie by-law was 
introduced simply for the purpose of cor- 
recting certain technical errors in the bill 
already passed by the ratepayers. 

It was decided to have the by-law sub- 
mitted to the people forthwith, the date of 
polling being lixed for Dec. 9th. 

The second reading of the University By- 
Law was moved by Aid. Richards, it in- 
volves a sum of §50,000. 

Ald. Smith, while thoroughly convinced 
of the necessity for a University in Victoria, 
did not think that the Council should sub- 
mit such a measure at present — within a few 
weeks of the expiration of their term of 
oilice. 

The other members did not concur in this 
view, mid the by law was ordered to he sub- 
mitted on the 9th Dec. 

The Public Market By-Law was allowed 
to stand over until next week. 

The Finance Committee reported in favor 
of paying Mr. E. . Johnson §300 tor services 
rendered, and the other in gistrates presid- 
ing at the Police Court, prior to the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Belyea, §6 per sitting. 
The report was adopted. 

Tlie Waterworks Committee reported in 
favor of paying SJ0 to Mr. Richardson, in 
full of all claims for damage to his property 
on the Suanich road, 

Ald Musrs gave notice of motion for the 
correction and revision of the voters' list. 

On motion of Ald. McKillican, it was 
decided to call upon the Ciiy Barristers to 
furnish their report on the questions sub- 
mitted to them in reference lo School Board 
matters by Wednesday evi ning next. 

On motion of Ai.d. McKillican, it was 
decided that the Sanitary Committee be re- 
quested to select a Hite for a crematory. 

The Street Committee reported in favor 
of the laying of u tidewalk on Cormorant 
street, at the public market, and also one 
on Douglas street. Several other applica- 
tions for sidowalks were ordered to stand 
over, to be dealt with by the incoming 
Council. 

THF. POBMC MARKET, 
The Market Committee recommended 
that, as the market would bo ready to lie 
opened on the loth of next month, fair 
rentals should be lixed for the different 
store3 and stalls. There are 58 stalls and 
stores available, The estimated income is 
as follows :

I'i-csl<t< nilal Manifesto In Brazil. 

London, Nov. 25. — A dispatch from Rio 
Janeiro, this evening, states that President 
Piexotto has issued a manifesto, which has 
beeeri received with general satisfaction by 
the people, in which the new President says 
that he has decided to abandon anything 
which may appear too arbitrary or dicta- 
torial in the authority assumed by Marshal 
de Fouseca, and declares that the regular 
order ot affairs has been re-established. 
Further, the manifesto declares that the 
dissolution of Congress decreed by De Fon- 
seca is annulled, and the state of siege has 
been raised. In conclusion, the manifesto 
summons Congress to reassemble on Dee. 
loth ; upon reassembling, Congress to re- 
sume its functions as previous to having 
been dissolved by the Dictator. Senor Pe- 
ricra, the Minister of Justice, will tempo- 
rarily take charge of the Ministry of Public 
Instruction and of the Ministry of the In- 
terior. Additional dispatches from Brazil 
say that the province of Para, which up to 
date had remained si'enton the news of the 
resignation of Fonseca, has pronounced itself 
satisfied with the steps to restore Brazil to 
its normal condition. 

I'oust Guard Inefficiency. 

London, Nov. 21. — The official report of 
the inquiry into the inefficiency of the life- 
boat service near Brighton, during the 
recent storms, bears heavily on the cox- 
swain at the station at Shorcham. It says 
that in the midst of the storm ho was 
apathetic, resourceless and neglectful. Ho 
declined to launch the lifeboat by way of 
the canal, which was practicable, and failed 
to make requisition for a carriage for the 
transfer of tho boat to the scene of the 
wreck. The coxswain at Brighton is also 
censured for deserting his station, walking 
out to see the wreck and failing to summon 
the crew and launch his boat ut once. It is 
painful to observe that, among the hundreds 
of people witnessing the wreck, none were 
immediately summoned to man the lifeboat. 
Tlie report winds up by recommending the 
enrolment of double crews and the practical 
portion of the coast guard. 

Lord IJiillerlii to Succeed Lord Lyttm. 

London, Nov. 25.— The death of Lord 
Ly ttonhasleft to Lord Salisbury the mostim- 
port ant appointment in the diplomatic service 
of Great Britain, and one that requires care- 
ful consideration. The name of Lord Duf- 
ferin is prominently mentioned in connec- 
tion with the vacant post. He is now am- 
bassador at Rome. It is probable that he 
will be transferred to the embassy at Paris, 
where his diplomatic tact and statesmanlike 
qualities are much needed. Lord Lytton's 
occupancy of the position was more orna- 
mental than useful. The serious questions 
pending between Great Britain and France 
require an energetic and businesslike treat- 
ment for their settlement, and all agree 
they would have it from Lord Dufferin. 

Mure Chinese Massacres. 

Paris, Nov. 24.— A despatch from Pekin 
confirms the statement recently made that 
armed bands of rioters have devastated a 
whole district in the northern portion of 
China, and that they have burned and 
pillaged the Belgian mission stations. At 
Tayou and at San Chio over a hundred con- 
verted natives were massacred, and at 
Scholt the Belgians ill charge of the mission 
and a number of other Christians were 
killed. 

French Ucspccl Vnr Lord I.jlloii. 

Pa his, Nov. '2"i. — It has been decided by 
the French minister that the remains of the 
late Ertrl Lytton are entitled to the same 
ceremonies and the official marks of respect 
as those ot a field marshal. M. Ribot, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, has consulted 
with Hon Edward Hgcrton, the fir3t secre- 
tary of the British legation, in regard to 
the funeral. It is now definitely decided 
that the remains will be interred at Kneb- 
worth. 

S|ireail of the Chinese Rebellion. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 25. — The special corres- 
pondent in China of the United Press is 
able, on the best authority, to state that 
the rebellion is spreading rapidly in the 
northern provinces, so much that there is 
considerable alurm felt at Pekin. The 
relicls are advancing in masses upon Pekin, 
u>rd are being joined en route by reinforce- 
ments from the people and from the army. 
Several squadrons of the so-called regular 
cavalry have already joined the rebels, in 
addition to bands of deserters from the 
troops classed as regular infantry. Finally, 
the rebels have been joined by a number of 
mandarins, and each day their strength and 
audacity are increasing. 

Divorce In High Mite. 

LONDON, Nov. 25.— The divorce case of 
the Duchess of Russell, against her husband, 
Earl Russell, will probably be taken up on 
Tuesday ; but sensation lovers arc disap- 
pointed to learn that it w ill be heard " en 
camera," and that both sides have agreed 
that t he testimony he as brief us possible, 
Tho ground alleged in the prosecution will 
lie confined to the charge of cruelly, and 
just enough evidence to make out a ease 
will bo admitted.

I.onl ftallHbury'a Speech Criticized. 

LONDON, Nov. 24. — Lord Salisbury's 
speech at Birmingham was a rather disap- 
pointing one to his followers, many of whom 
would have been glad to have had the Pre- 
mier show a leaning toward protection, as a 
remedy for the evils which he admitted had 
been brought upon England by tho hostile 
protectionism of other and rival 
nations. Discontent is expresse 1 by his 
critics at his plaintive murmuring in 
regard to the defects of a purely free trade 
policy as revealed by its results, and at his 
intimations that something was necessary to 



be done, while at the same time ho appar- 
ently did not dare to propose that some- 
thing. It is evident that Lord Salisbury 
tloes not care to be the first prime minister 
since Sir Robert Peel to propose a retro- 
grade step in England's fi ee trade policy. On 
other topics he was less timid. Ho showed a 
strong desire to improve the problem of solv- 
ing the condition of the farm laborers ; but 
even here he was unable to outline a definite 
plan, and could only declare the determina- 
tion of the party to do all that was possible. 
The party was open to proposals, the 
t roubles of tho rural population could not 
be attributed to uny persons or party, but 
had resulted from the action of 
economical sources originating out of 
England. The effect was a constant 
drain of laborers from the country to the 
towns. Referring to Sir William Vernon 
Hurcourfs recent taunt that Purnellites 
should be left to stew in their own juice, 
Lord Salisbury sarcastically declared that, 
in his opinion, the painters missed 
some of the best historical subjects. 
Nothing, for instance, could bo more 
beautiful or touching than a painting of Mr. 
Gladstone, leading his embarrassed enthusi- 
astic, yet hesitating, neophytes to their bap- 
tismal bath in Parnoilite juice. Tho Pre- 
mier's humorous treatment of this topic was. 
hugely enjoyed by his hearers. 

Flgbl Willi French Strikers. 

Paris, Nov. 20. — A despatch from Lens, 
in the Pas de Calais, says that there has 
been further rioting among the miners who 
are on strike in that district. A body of 
strikers to-day tried to prevent a number of 
imported workmen, who were loading coal 
for tho Puris gas works, from carrying on 
their work. A fierce fight followed. The 
police interfered, and five strikers were 
arrested. To-night the district is said to 
be quiet. 

Brazil'* \c.w Order nl Things Welcomed. 

Rio Janeiro, Nov. l'o.— Members of con- 
fess and others arriving, to-day, announce 
entire satisfaction with the restoration of 
the old government, in the person of Acting 
President Peixetto. Several of these who 
hud been most violent in their opposition 
to Da Fonseca, visited Senor Peixetto, 
to-day. and assured him of their cordial 
co operation. Tho date, Dee. 10th, was set 
for the re-assembling of Congress after con- 
sultation with members of that body now 
in Rio Janeiro, and is as early as will give 
time for those members who have to return 
from their homes in the more distant parts 
of Brazil. There seems to be 
no special animosity against da Fonseca 
and even the more active of his opponents- 
speak with approval of his course in having 
resigned so quietly. It is recognized that 
much of the antagonism which provoked da 
Fouseca to an arbitrary course was inspired 
by a source favorable to the restoration of 
the monarchy, and that da Fouseca had 
grounds for believing that a mouurchiul con- 
spiracy existed. If such was tho case, thero 
arc no signs of it now. Tlie few prominent 
restorationists appear to bo entirely silenced 
by the course of events, showing that there 
is no sentiment whatever among the people, 
the army or navy in favor of the empire. To 
Piexelto, yesterdny, the leading officers of 
thearmy and navy at Rio Janeiro stated their 
unutterable devotion to the Republic, and 
their resolve that the constitution should be 
maintained. The new cabinet is composed 
of thorough republicans, and not one of 
them would have accepted oiiico with any- 
other understanding than that the 
constitution should be restored 
and the Republic maintained. The 
assurance from Para of satisfaction with the • 

hange of affairs, is considered as ending all 
danger of division or secession, and, no 
louht is felt that Rio Grande do Sul will 
resume its normal condition as a Brazilian.- 
state, satisfactory assurances having alrcady 
been received that as soon as congress re- 
assembles the provisional junta will sur- 
render its powers.

J. C Bomictt Found " Not Guilty " 
of the Crime of 
Forgery. 



A Number of Small Cases Disposed 
Of— Opening of Reg- 
vs. Day. 



THIRD DAY. 
Before Sir Matthew Bogble, C.J. 

KEG. VS. BENNETT. 

J. C. Bennett was arraigned, charged 
with luring fraudulently obtained n valu- 
able security — .i promissory or accommoda- 
tion note— from one Joseph Baylcy, by for- 
gery. Mr, A. G. Smith prosecuted, and 
Mr, L. Crease defended the prisoner. 

A jury having been sworn in the case -was 
proceeded with. 

.lolm B. Jonos, proprietor of tlie Pt-itoh- 
ard House, was put iii the box, and deposed 
that, on tlie ISth August last, the prisoner 
came to him and asked the loan of £100, a 
l>ailk note for which was handed over. As 
security prisoner tendered a note for Slot) 
on Mrs. F. T. Bayley. Witness presented 
tho note sonic days afterwards, but it was 
not honored. He had not since been paid 
the money advanced to prisoner. 

Cross examined by Mr. Crease, witness 
said that at tlie time of the loan Mrs. Ben- 
nett and Mr. Peacock were present. lie 
had frequently lent the prisoner money pre- 
vious to this, and had always been repaid. 
When lie presented this order to Mrs. Bay- 
ley she did not deny the signature of her 
husband. Bayloy, however, repudiated the 
order. 

"Was Bayley perfectly sober when he re- 
pudiated the order ?" asked counsel. 

"Well," replied witness, "I think he was 
under the influence of one of. bis little "per- 
iodicals" at the time. I cannot say that lie 
was perfectly sober. When Peacock was 
spoken to about the order, he said it was 
all right. Bennett referred to Shea as be- 
ing on eye- witness to the drawing of the 
order. 

Joseph Bayley, late proprietor of the 
Half Way House, deposed tint he had 
known the prisoner for live or six months. 
• The prisoner came to him ami said bo had 
ji purchaser for a portion of witnese's pro- 
perty, which was valued at $15,000. If the 
■sale wus effected prisoner was to net S.~it)(J 
Three orders for cash were produced, pur- 
porting to he signed by witness, but he do- 
llied tho signature, and also that he had 
ever given an order to prisoner for money. 
Witness had been entrusted with the sale 
of prisoner's property at Port Angeles, 
which, as an auctioneer, he duly advertised. 
He sent the prisoner a bill for services ren- 
dered, and the prisoner sent in a set-off, 
which witness repudiated. He did not re- 
member the amount. 

Mr. Crease cross-examined witness at con- 
siderable length, eliciting the fact that the 
prisoner had done some work for him. 
Witness also acknowledged that he was not 
at times very temperate; but he claimed to 
lie possessed of an excellent memory. He 
said that on one particular occasion he was 
in particularly good spirits— lie worked bis 
spirits up by pouring spirits down. He had 
put in about one mouth in jail periodically. 
He also conceded that the prisoner had ob- 
tained judgment from him for the amount 
of the note in question. 

Witness was examined as to the sale of 
property, situated at Port Angeles, " It 
was my maiden sale in Victoria," he said, 
*' and I aired my eloquence. There was 
quite a crowd there." 

"Was there any bona Jtde bid?" asked 
lita lordship. 

Witness — There were several bids, hut the 
property was not sold. There was a re- 
serve price on it, and it was bought in. It 
it was a sell, not a sale. (Laughter). 

His lordship — I want to take down the 
evidence, not the jokes. Was there a bona 
fide offer? 

Witness — There was not, my lord. 

George Shea deposed to having seen, at 
the bar of the American hotel, the prisoner 
■ draw up a document which was duly signod 
by Bayley. 

Anthony Philip Peacock deposed that on 
Sunday, 17th August last, he drew up a 
power of attorney and deed of gift from Mr. 
Bayley to his wife. He received instruc- 
tions at the Half- Way House, and subse- 
quently met Bayley in town, when the 
documents were duly signed. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Crease— I was at 
the Pritchard house when the prisoner got 
this loan from Jones, and I considered it 
was a fair and square transaction. 

Foster: Bailey, engaged in tlie Bank of 
B. C, was examined as to Bayley's signa- 
ture, as appearing on several notes pro- 
duced in court. The note on which the 
proceedings were instituted, witness did 
not believe to be the signature of Joseph 
Bayley. 

This concluded the evidence for the pro- 
secution. 

Thomas Bailey, bartender Half-way 
House, was examined for the prosecution, 
and deposed that Bayley went to fort 
Angeles, about the middle of August, 
taking with him a gun and a couple of dogs. 
He remembered Bayley and Bennett having 
a conference, about tliis time, with Pea- 
cock, by whom some sort of a deed was 
drawn up. He remembered Jones coming 
to the Half-way House, subsequently, and 
having a conversation with Mrs. Bayley as 
to a certain note. Bayley, at one time, 
signed an order in the presence of witness, 
and in so doing said, "That is not the 
Bennett signature. " Tho disputed signa- 
tures were banded to witness, and recog- 
nized by him as those of Bayley. Bayley, 
he said, never seemed inclined to meet 
Bennett latterly. On one occasion, he hid 
behind tho counter, and on another he left 
the premises, so as to avoid Bennett seeing 
him. Mrs. Bayley was aware that the or- 
der had been given to Bennett. 

" From your knowledge of Bayley, is he 
n man you would believe, even on outh 1" 
asked counsel. 

Witness— Well, he is a very stubborn 
man, and if he took an idea into his head he 
would not be likely to yield. 

Robert Elliott deposed to knowing Bay- 
ley and Bennett. On one occasion Bayley 
paid him (witness) by cheque, which, on 
presentation, was dishonored. For months 
past, Bayley bail not been temperate in his 
fiubits. "He had heard Bayley Bay on one 
occasion that Bennett bad sued him for the 
amount of a promissory note, but Bayley 
added, "I'll get it back again." 

Witness was asked if he would believe 
Bjyley on oath, and his reply was, " ] 
Would not, if ho were drunk;' but 1 never 
.saw him sober." 

Mr. Crease, in addressing tho jury, 



pointed out that not one word in the order 
had been written by Bennett. The case 
was one which should have been dealt with 
in the County court, instead of in a court of 
assizes. 

Mr. Smith also addressed the jury. He 
argued thut there could bo no reasonable 
doubt on the mind of any man, from the 
evidence adduced, that tho prisoner was 
guilty of the charge preferred against him. 

His Lordship briefly summed up the 
evidence. 

After an absence of ten minutes the jury 
returned with a verdict of " not guilty," 
and the prisoner was discharged. 

REO, VS. BURKE. 

John Burke was charged with having, on 
the 12th Sept. last, feloniously assaulted 
one .lames Ramsey, with intent to steal a 
gold watch and chain. 

Mr. Smith prosecuted and Mr. Langley 
defended the prisoner. 

A jury having been empanelled, 

James Ramsey, a pilot, swore that on the 
night in question, at about 12 o'clock, while 
at the corner of Government and Yates 
streets, he was knocked down by some men 
and an attempt made to rob him of his 
watch and chain. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Langley, witness 
said be had taken few drinks on the occa- 
sion, but was not drunk. Ho could uot 
identify his assailants. 

John Etcher swore that on the night of 
t he robbery he was coming out of Steitz's 
restaurant with a friend. He saw a couple 
of men standing near the corner. He saw 
these men attack Mr. Ramsey and knock 
him down. When witness got up to the 
spot Ramsey's watch was hanging out, and 
bis assailants bad run away. 

Thomas Donnellau gave similar evidence, 
lie was in company with the last witness 
on the occasion. One of the men had a 
black cap on him, similar to that worn by 
the prisoner. 

Otlicer Smith gave evidence as to the ar- 
rest of the prisoner. He saw a couple of 
men scuffling opposite the Palace saloon on 
Yatesstreet. One man fell, and the other 
ran away, The mail who ran away was the 
prisoner. Witness pursued him and took 
him into custody. 

The jury, after a couple of minutes' de- 
liberation, returned a verdict of "Guilty 
of common assault." 

The prisoner was sentenced to twelve 
months imprisonment with bard labor. 
REO. VS. ROBINS. 

Riley Robins was charged with having, 
on Sept. 17, broken into the store of Peter 
Nelson, on Store street, and stolen there- 
from a quantity of articles. 

The prisoner pleaded guilty to having 
broken in the door and stolen a coal-oil 
lamp. He pleaded in extenuation of the 
offence that he was drank at the time. 

His lordship asked what was known of 
the prisoner, who is a young man of about 
1!) years of age. 

A policeman said that he had been up 
on previous occasions. He was a young 
man who kept bad company ami was easily 
led into mischief. 

Sergeant Langley— He has been in jail 
several times, on anil on, for like offences. 
He has been at it for years. 

His lordship, in sentencing him to two 
years in the penitentiary, read him a sound 
lecture, pointing out the dangers of the 
course upon which a man so young was en- 
tering. The law provided that, for such an 
offence, the offender might bo sentenced to 
imprisonment for life. 

(Before Mr. Justice Crease.) 
BEG. vs. SAKO, 
larceny. The accused is a Japanese sailor, 
who was indicted for Stealing a gold watch 
from the sealing schooner Borealis, on 
which he had l>een employed. The Attor- 
ney-General conducted the prosecution, and 
Mr. J. P. Walls the defence. The evidence 
has already been published in extenso, the 
witnesses being the captain of the schooner, 
Sergt. Hawton and Officer Redgrave. The 
officers deposed to finding the stolen pro- 
perty on prisoner's person, and to his offer- 
ing them first §25, and then $G.>, to let him 
go. 

Counsel for the defence set up the con- 
tention that prisoner meant the money to 
be taken as bail, and to guarantee that he 
would appear for trial. 

This .Sergt. Hawton emphatically denied ; 
tho only bail the prisoner wanted to give 
was leg bail. 

His lordship charged that a ease had been 
clearly made out, and the jury found a ver- 
dict of " Guilty. " 

REGLNA VS. MORGAN. 

The prisoner in this case wus arraigned 
on a charge of obtaining money under talse 
pretences by means of a certain fraudulent 
hill of exchange purporting to have been 
signed by bis employer, P. J. Nolan. 

Henry Noble, proprietor of the Commer- 
cial Hotel, said that prisoner wanted to 
borrow money from him to help him out of 
a little difficulty. He said he had spent 
money belonging to his employer. Witness 
asked him what security he could give, and 
be asked if an order on Mr. Nolan, accepted 
by him, would be sufficient. Witness re- 
plied that it would, and prisoner then 
brought an order for S20, marked " Accept- 
ed, P. .). Nolan," ami said that it was Mr. 
Nolun's signature. Mr. Nolan's alleged 
signature was subsequently repudiated by 
him, though w hen the note became duo ho 
said he would pay it, as Morgan wanted 
him to. 

Cross-examined by prisoner, witness said 
that he had no licence to loan money at in- 
terest. 

P. J. Nolan, manager of the Co-operative 
Supply Co., identified prisoner as in his em- 
ploy for about six weeks, at a salary of §10 
a week and commission of 50 cents for each 
member secured. Repudiated signature ; 
pronouncing it a forgery. Instead of owing 
prisoner, prisoner owed him (witness) $40 
for a sample watch, retained, and §20 cash 
collected and not turned in. Made no pro- 
mise to pay the amount of the order to Mr. 
Noble ; told him that Morgan said he had 
money coming from Vancouver, and that if 
tho money caino he would hand it over to 
him (Noble), and be could suit himself 
about continuing the case. Prisoner's wages 
averaged $25 per week. 

In cross-examining, the prisoner pro- 
nounced the Canadian Co-operativo Sup- 
ply Co. a myth, and their operations a 
swindle on the public, and was proceeding 
to comment adversely on Mr. Nolan's 
method id' conducting business when 
stopped by the Court. 

Jlis lordship remarked that be could not 
understand how prisoner could have been 
arrested in a foreign country upon a war- 
rant issued in this. Extradition proceed- 
ings had not been taken, as the law in such 
cases required. 

After an absence from the court room of 
about an hour, the jury returned with a con- 
viction. 

REO V. PAY. 

On the calling of this indictment, Mr. P, 



M. Irving, who, with Mr. J. P. Walls, 
appeared for tho defence, moved to quash 
the indictment, on tho ground that there 
wero 24 grand juiors on tho panel. 

His lordship overruled the objection, but 
took note of it ; in cas,es quoted, it was 
shown that ties bad occurred in the grand 
bad occurred in the grand jury room ; in 
the present instance there appeared to have 
been no difference of opinion. 

On arraignment of the prisoner, counsel 
for the defence put in a plea as to jurisdic- 
tion ; plea filed, and affidavit of verifica- 
tion. The Crown entered a demurrer, and 
the defence joined in the demurrer. A plea 
of " Not Guilty " was then recorded. 

The petit jury drawn, was composed of 
Jas. A. Aula, foreman, Jno. Kinsman, Jno. 
Calvert, J. M. Murdoch, W. Bull, M. E. 
Cleveland, A. E. Turner, W. M. Holmes, 
J. M. Hughes, 1). McCarthy, A. Edwards, 
and Isaac Walsh. 

The Attorney-General in opening the ease, 
briefly reviewed the facts as they were de- 
veloped, in the police court examination. 
The evidence to be produced would be full 
and abundant, four sailors of the bark Lcbu 
would enter the box, and acknowledge that 
they stole certain goods brought from Eng- 
land on the ship Lcbu, and sold them to the 
prisoner. The bare testimony of these ac- 
complices was all that could fasten the guilt 
on the prisoner ; but it was tor the jury to 
say whether or not they were tobe behoved. 
If not, the caso for the Crown would fall to 
the ground, no possession being traced to 
the prisoner. 

Wm. Graveneur, a seaman on the Lebu, 
was first examined. He again repeated his 
story of how tho cargo was broached and 
the liquor sold to Day at £."> a case, seeming 
to think the whole atl'air a very guod joke. 

During a rigid cross-examination, witness 
stated that he was arrested in Port Towns- 
end by Otlicer Redgrave, who charged him 
with stealing caigo from the Lebu while she 
was lying in Esquimalt harbor, and selling 
it to Day. The otlicer told him he would 
not be punished if he came back to Victoria 
and gave evidence against Day. Redgrave 
did not ask him if he would 
come buck, but yanked him along 
He thought there was no way out 
of the scrape but to tell the whole truth, 
and accordingly did so. Witness denied 
having told certain man-of-war's men, who 
came forward for identification, that cargo 
had been broached, during the voyage, and 
also denied having told a corporal ot ma- 
rines, also in court, that if he would come 
on board tho Lebu bo could get all the 
liquor he wanted. 

William Epmier's evidence was, in all 
substantial details, the repetition of that 
taken in police court. He denied that he 
proposed stealing the cargo, and also repu- 
diated the insinuation that be had stolen 
more than the '_'l or 22 eases sold to the 
prisoner. The witness contradicted the 
statement that the crew broached and 
drank one ease of liquor. He also denied 
that he had a key to the hatch, or that he 
bad told any sailors that cargo 
had been broached during the voyage, and 
that the officers were in the affair. Further 
cross-examination elicited tho information 
that with Maiden, witness stole one ease 
from the main hatch, and hid it in the fore 
peak, where the boys could get at it when 
they wanted a drink. 

To the jury — The Captain slept on board. 
When the liquor was taken to Day's it was 
stored away underneath the house. 

At this stage of the proceedings the 
court adjourned until morning, the jury 
being given in charge of the Deputy Sheriff 
for the night.

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CHINESE FOREIGN-PHOBIA.. 


The Literary Classes Responsible for 
the Outrages— The Viceroys 
Quietly Blind. 

Russian Troops Make a Demonstra- 
tion in Uliina— Brutal Executions 
—Grave Condition of Unrest. 



San Francisco, Nov. 25. — "Tliero 1ms 
been no recent native outbreak against for- 
eign residents," Haid a gentleman who resid- 
ed in China for thirty years, "but hitter 
feelings are smouldering in Chinese breasts, 
and as soon ua the present government vig- 
ilance is withdrawn the acts of violence maj 
be repeated. All education and most of 
the intelligence in China is confined to the 
literary classes who live principally in Hu- 
nan. They are well versed in Chinese his- 
tory and philosophy, but know nothing else. 
It is always the literary class which stirs up 
the lower grades of Chinese to revolt. They 
have published scores of hooks about the 
foreigners, written in the highest style, but 
containing the most filthy accounts of the 
immoral crimes with which they charge for- 
eign residents. All of the maudarians must 
first go through this literary training. In 
some districts the Viceroy is a friend of the 
administration and insists that his subordi- 
nates preserve order, but moro frequently 
he is quietly blind to outrages until the 
Government is forced to make reparation, 
when some condemned criminals are taken 
from prison and beheaded with great show 
as the culprits. 

"Russia and France have both withdrawn 
from the European alliance formed to force 
assurances from the Chinese government 
that the outrages should not he repeated 
and to secure fitting reparation for tho suf- 
ferers. Germany is said to be lukewarm in 
the matter, and England stands aloof 
through territorial complications. Russian 
troops have lately occupied Pamir, the neu- 
tral ground between Russia, China and 
England, and which is an important posi- 
tion with respect to India. In view of the 
reported alliance between 1' ranee and Rus- 
sia, matters may become interesting both as 
regards Indian and Chinese territory.'' 

Victor Schmidt, just arrived from Aus- 
tralia, where he has been in the interests of 
Austrian agriculture, says : " The most in- 
teresting news from the Orient was the re- 
port, which reached us just hi fore sailing 
from Yokohama, that a body of Russian 
troops had crossed into China by way of .Si- 
beria. The trouble relates to disputed 
boundaries, and the general impression is 
that China will bo forced to make a number 
of territorial concessions to Russia. In 
spite of her immense population, China's 
army has no terror for a European army, 
Russia of all countries having a special con- 
tempt for the Chinese soldiery. I do not 
think there will be protracted war between 
the two countries. Russia's move is more 
for the purpose of striking awe to the hearts 
of the Chinamen than in expectation of a 
long campaign. The Russians s .'em ready 
for business, however, if necessary." 

London, Nov. '24. — Tho Standard has 
advices from Shanghai to November 3rd, to 
the effect that the government has decreed 
that printing and publishing of anti-foreign 
placards is a capital offeree, and has 
ordered those already convicted of this 
offence to he beheaded forthwith and with- 
out waiting for formal imperial author- 
ity. Up the Yangtse river everything is 
quiet. There ure no more outrages on 
foreigners, nor are tho missionaries appre- 
hensive of further attacks. Negotiations 
with regard to indemnities are progressing. 
Tliero is still, however, much unrest in 
Hunan. The agitators there have dis- 
covered that burning missionary stations is 
unprofitable, and have issued a manifesto 
recommending the boycotting and persist- 
ent annoyance of Christian converts as more 
likely to stop the progress of what they call 
pig-cow-devil religion. At Nanking one of 
the five chiefs of the Kalao-Hui society was 
beheaded. The crime which formed a 
direct pretext for his execution was that he 
was discovered in the act if preparing some 
native gunboats for Nanking at Ngankus. 
He was led to execution by a chain attached 
to an iron hobk passing beneath his collar 
bone, a very brutal method of securing him, 
but a very effectual one. He was a man of 
great ability, and by profession was a drill 
instructor. Two natives suspected of being 
members of the Kaiao society were decapi- 
tated at Cllinkiung on October 10. The 
headsman did his work badly, as he struck 
several blows on the neck before each head 
fell. The ghastly heads were exposed in 
wooden cages. There is quite a fleet of war 
vessels in Shanghai harbor at present, 
though their services are not likely to be 
required.

NATIONAL CONSERVATIVE UMON. 

In Favor of Postponing Irish LeelsiU. Uon- 
The Fmscblse for Women. 

Birmingham, Nov. 25.— The Conserva- 
tive Association hall was packed yesterday 
morning when the conference was ettllrd to 
order, Lord Windsor being elected president 
for the ensuing year. A number of vice- 
presidents were then elected, after which 
resolutions of congratulation to Balfour, late 
chief secretary for Ireland, upon his promo- 
tion to the position of lirst lord of the 
treasury, were adopted. Resolutions look- 
ing toward disestablishment of the church 
in Wales were then presented and adopted. 
The following resolution was adopted : 

" That having regard to the extraordin- 
ary disproportion in tho representation of 
England, Scotland, Wales and Ireland in 
the Imperial parliament, it is most desirable 
that steps bo taken to redress these iniqui- 
ties." 

Viscount Fielding, Conservative candi- 
date for the Rugby division of Warwick- 
shire, oll'crcd, and the conference adopted, a 
resolution: "The t the conference is of the 
opinion that when the question of repre- 
sentation of the people is re opened by 
1'arliament, serious consideration should be 
given the claims ol women to be admitted 
to the franchise when entitled by owner- 
ship or occupation." 

Mrs. Faweett, the well-known authoress 
and leader of the woman's suffrage move- 
ment, in a speech said the Ohtdstonians had 
changed their at litudc on this question be- 
cause they were afraid the representation of 
women would powerfully reinforce the 
party of order. 

Sir Albert Rollott submitted n resolution 
that the conference regards w ith satisfac- 
tion the improved social and industrial con- 
dition of Ireland under the present govern- 
ment, and indorses the intention of tho 
ministers to introduce at tho next session 
bills for tho extension of the local govern- 
ment and the promotion of technical educa- 
tion. The resolution was heavily defeated. 

Resolutions were adopted declaring that 
the attitude of the Conservative party to- 
wards bona fide unionist labor candidates 
should bo one of sympathy and encourage- 
ment; recommending the formation of a

THE TIMES AMD ITS COKRESPOX- 
I) EXT. 

Mr. Phil Robinson, a correspondent of 
the London 'rimes, made a first class fool of 
himself when, an almost complete stranger 
in Canada, he undertook to manufacture 
what he modestly denominated "a trust- 
worthy forecast" of what the Dominion 
Government would be when the reconstruc- 
tion is completed. Under present circum- 
stances this task would he too dillicult a 
one for tho most experienced, and the most 
sagacious of Canadian politiciana. But Mr. 
Phil, saw nothing ridiculously pre- 
sumptuous in his filling in the 
blanks on the ministerial slate. When 
we read about the cheeky correspon- 
dent's vagaries in the Dominion ucwsp.ipers. 
wc believed that he was trying to play a 
practical joke on the Ottawa newspaper 
men. We never dreamed that he would 
have the impudence to telegraph the non- 
sensical list he had made out to tho London 
Times. We were sure that if ho should bo 
guilty of such a piece of grosa impertinence, 
the editor of that newspaper would have 
too much good sense and good taste to place 
■tho slightest reliance on what a moment's 
reflection must have convinced any sensible 
man was a mere senseless surmise. Hut it 
■ turns out that we gave the Times' editor too 
much credit for intelligence and discernment. 
Phil, had the impudence to cable his 
" forecast " to the Times, and its editor 
was stupid enough to treat it as credible 
news and give it a place in the columns of 
what claims to he the most reliable news- 
paper in the Empire. If a Canadian news- 
paper correspondent were to make a Minis- 
try for a British Premier, his impudence 
and presumption would be too absurd to he 
even laughed at. He would simply show 
that he was an unspeakably conceited ass. 
Yefc there are dozens of Canadian news- 
paper men quite us aide to "forecast" a 
ministry for Lord Salisbury as Mr. Phil 
Robinsu.i is to manu'uoture one for Mr. 
Abbott. 



INC0MPREHENS13LE. 

It is not often that a vessel, in calm 
weather, with lights in sight and on a coast 
every inch of which is well known to tho 
pilot on board, is run upon a reef and 
wrecked. If any one hud predicted that 
the San Pedro, under the care of Pilot 
Christensen, would, on a Sno evening, strike 
on Brotehie's Ledge and in an hour or two 
be a total wreck, he would bo regarded as a 
lunatic. Tlie pilot was believed to be both 
careful and .skilful, and it was impossible 
for any one to know a coast better than he 
knows that in the vicinity of Victoria 
harbor. Yet, when there seemed hardly a 
chance for an accident, he ran the San 
Pedro on the rocks. There is no suspicion, 
as far as we can learn, that the pilot was 
under the influence of liquor or that he was 
not attending to his business, for both he 
and the captain were on the bridge when 
the vessel struck. 

There seems no way of accounting for the 
disaster except over-confidence on tho part 
of the pilot. He knew this part of the coast 
so well that he believed he could navigate a 
ship along it in all weathers and under 
almost any circumstances. It appears to be 
the old story of the coachman trying to see 
how near he could drive to tho edge of the 
prccipico without getting the wheels over 
its edge. A miscalculation of a few feet 
made all tho difference between safety and 
disaster. The catastrophe seems all the 
more unaccountable us the buoy warning 
the ship off the reef appears to have been 
directly in her course. Tho pilot could not 
but have known that he was perilously near 
the rooks. Was it that he trusted to his 
knowledge and skill to get tho vessel safely 
past the dangerous spot 1 Had he done so 
it would have been touch and go, but no 
one would have known how near tho vessel 
was to having a holo knocked in her bottom. 

It is astonishing how mon who are en- 



trusted with tho care of such valuable pro- 
perty, to say nothing of the lives of men, 
can have the hardihood to run any un- 
necessary risk. One would suppose that 
the object of the navigator would be, not to 
see how near he could go to a reef without 
being wrecked, hat to give it so wide a 
berth as to make shipwreck impossible. 
Foolhardiness in any ease is no evidence of 
either skill or courage. It is simply sense- 
less imprudence. And if it was not through 
foolhardiness that the San Pedro was 
wrecked on Brot Ohio's Ledge, it is dillicult 
for a landsman, at any rale, to imagine any 
other cause. 

An enquiry will of course be made into 
the causes of the wreck, and it ii possible 
that much that now seems incomprehensible 
will bo made plain. We arc quite sure that 
if the pilot, Mr. Christensen, can he freed 
from blame, everyone in Victoria who 
knows him will be highly pleased, for be is 
both liked and respected in this com- 
munity. 

NORTHERN MAIL FACILITIES, 

Wo cannot say that we are surprised that 
the Post Olliee Department has not made an 
adequate provision for the conveyance of 
mails to places on the western coast of this 
province. That department has almost 
invariably dealt with British Columbia in a 
niggardly spirit. Its officials have appar- 
ently taken very little tumble to acquaint, 
themselves with its peculiar circumstances, 
and consequently they have been always 
hiekwurd in making provision for its needs. 
Although the coast of the province is not 
thickly settled, there are important busi- 
ness establishments scattered along its 
whole extent to the Alaska boundary. 
These establishments bring in to the 
Dominion, directly and indirectly, consider- 
able revenue, and they arc, besides, the 
neuclei of what must in time be large and 
nourishing settlements. They require postal 
accommodation, and it is to the interest of 
the Dominion Government, if only from a 
business point of view, to give them that 
accommodation. The steamers that do the 
northern coasting trade run great risks ow- 
ing to the Government's unaccountable neg- 
lect. The coast lias not yet been surveyed. 
There aro no lighthouses or even buoys 
along a stretch of coast hundreds of miles 
in extent. This unlighted coast has to be 
navigated by our shipmasters without a 
chart upon which the) can place any reli- 
ance. Yet the Postolhee Department ex- 
pects the C. P.' N. Company's steamers to 
run all risks on this neglected coast and to 
call at all settlements and fishing and lum- 
bering stations for the magnificent sum of 
fifty dollars a trip. This, too, after the 
company has done the mail service of the 
region for three years or so without receiv- 
ing a single cent from the Government. We 
are informed that the Department did not 
give the company the chance to say what it 
would perform the service for. In almost 
total ignorance of what it required and of 
the conditions under which the work must 
he done, it made what we presume it must 
consider a fair oiler, hut which the com- 
pany's manager, who knows what is to be 
done, the risks to be run and 
the difficulties to be encountered, regards 
as wholly inadequate. One would 
suppose that the Post-Ollicu Department, 
either by calling for tenders or by some 
other business-like method, would endeavor 
to find out how much the service could bo 
done for, and from the information so gained 
base its oiler. But it has, as far as can be 
seen, gone to work in a happy-go-lucky 
fashion, and has treated the company in 
such a way that it refuses any longer to 
carry mail matter to the Northern coast 
without receiving adequate compensation. 

This determination on the part of the 
C.P.N. Company will be the cause of great 
present inconvenience to those doing busi- 
ness on the coast, and if regular postal 
arrangements aro not immediately made 
will be a serious detriment to the progress 
of the province and the development of its 
r esources. 

A MERE PRETEXT. 

The Vancouver News- Advertiser, in its 
peculiarly circuitous manner, informs its 
readers that t lu re is only one of the pro- 
posed administrative changes at which 
British Columbians take exception, and 
that their wishes are not to be favorably 
considered by the Premier in this solitary 
instance. British Columbians object to the 
present Minister of the Interior being 
foisted on this province us its Governor, 
Bimply because it suits the supposed inter- 
ests of a few prominent supporters of the 
(i ivernment to shelve that gentleman in a 
decent and dignified sort of way. British 
Columbia Conservatives have expressed 
very plainly what their wishes aro with re- 
spect to the governorship, and they, as far 
as we can learn, have no idea of changing 
their minds in order to further the nmbit- 
tious designs of some eastern politicians. 

British Columbians should not be re- 
quired to give way at all times and in 
everything. Thoy have a right to expect 
that some consideration will ho given to 
their wishes and preferences by the dis- 
pensers of public patronage. It is well- 
known at Ottawa that Mr. Dewdney is not 
w mted here as governor, and that it is 
hoped and expected that Mr. Mara will be 
appointed as Mr. Nelson's successor. The 
powers that be can be under no misappre- 
hension with regard to this. They have 
the power, of course, to appoint whom they 
please to bo governor, but it is not generally 
considered judicious to act in a mutter of 
this kind in opposition to the well-known 
wishes of those wdio are most deeply inter- 
ested. 

]t is tho custom in every other province 
to select the governor from among its lead- 
ing public men. Mr. Dewdney is not now, 
and has not for a lonjj timo, been a 
British Columbian, or tho representative of 
a British Columbian constituency. His 



work has been elsewhere, and he has left 
to others the duty of furthering the inter- 
ests of this province in the Dominion Par- 
liament. It would ho just as reasonable 
and just as fair to make an Ontario or a 
Quebec politician governor as to appoint 
Mr. Dewdney to the position. 

We have no dosiro to say one word 
against, the Minister of the Interior. All 
that we contend is that there are men in 
the province who aro much better entitled 
to tho position than that gentleman — men, 
too, wdio have worked hard for tho pro- 
vince, when Mr. Dewdney was otherwise 
and far more profitably occupied. 'The 
general opinion is that he has already had 
as large a aharo of the good things w hich 
the Dominion has to bestow as he is en- 
titled to, and that ho should not bo pre- 
ferred to a nun whom tho people of the 
province want, and wdio lias, besides, in- 
comparably stronger claims. 

The News-Advertiser cannot be sincere 
when it says, " Wc have every confidence 
that those who suggested other arrange- 
ments will themselves be among the first to 
signify to Mr. Abbott their hearty acquies- 
cence in that intended by him." It Mr. 
Abbott waits until those wdio "suggested 
other arrangements " signify their acquies- 
cence in Mr. Dewdney's being appointed 
Governor of British Columbia, he will, we 
are satisfied, wait a long time. 

The pretext advanced for giving Mr. 
Dewdney the preference is that Sir John 
Macdonuld, nearly two years ago, promised 
that, unless something unforeseen occurred, 
Mr. Dewdney should be Mr. Nelson's suc- 
cessor. Many things, then unforeseen, have 
occurred, and no one in his sober senses will 
maintain that a Premier lias any right, 
moral, equitable, or legal, to bequeath a 
place to any favorite or supporter. Besides, 
we are certain that if Sir John were, to-day, 
alive and in power, ho would hesitate to ap- 
point Mr. Dewdney to the governorship of 
this province in face of the strong protest 
that would be sure to be sent to Ottawa 
from his leading British Columbiasupporters.

Manifestly Unjust, 

For several months past a young man 
named Hawker lias been confined iu the 
provincial jail, awaiting his trial for com- 
mitting rape upon a married woman named 
Annie Witt, employed ut the Colonial hotel. 
At the time the otlcuco was alleged to have 
been committed, and at the time of Haw- 
ker's arrest, his friends indignantly said 
that the whole case was one of blackmail. 
Mrs. Witt told a plain, apparently straight- 
forward story, and lluwker was committed 
for trial. When tbe Assizes came up, Annie 
Witt, Win. Pierce and Charles Hamilton, 
the material witnesses, were found to have 
left the country, and it wiJt common report 
that Mrs. Witt had been sent to jail in the 
States for attempting to extort money by 
laying just such another serious and dis- 
graceful charge. Tbe Grand Jury found 
" Xo Bill," and Hawker has been set free. 
The Crown can, of course, do nothing to 
undo the injustice that has been done the 
young man, who by his imprisonment was 
thrown out of a good position in business, ill 
which he was rapidly rising. 



Forgery Will lie Charged, 

Yesterday was the day upon which Wong 
Yuen should have surrendered to his bail in 
San Francisco, and faced the charge of for- 
gery, upon which he has been arraigned. 
He was not there, however, and, had it not 
been for the alertness of Sergt. Levin, would 
have been, instead, on his way to China. 
His plans, as is well known, were frustrated 
here, and he is now held upon a charge of 
embezzlement, upon which he will he again 
brought forward, to-morrow, Then, it is 
understood, that extradition will be formally 
applied for, on the original count of forgery. 
The Attorney-General of Culifornia has al- 
ready forwarded the necessary statement of 
the case and certified copies of tbe deposi- 
tions, and these are expected to-day. 
Messrs. Bdyea & Gregory have 
been retained by tbe prosecution 
conduct tho proceedings here, 
which wili be opposed by Messrs. Walker 
and Fell, who have been retained by the 
prisoner. Mr. B. Arnold, of the Karluk 
Packing Co., whose laborers are the China- 
men Wong Yuen is alleged to have em- 
bezzled from, is now here with the Chinese 
witnesses, and, while the company is not in- 
terested in tbe easo directly, lie is deter- 
mined to take Wong Yuen back with him. 
\t first the prisoner informed Mr. Arnold 
that he would accompany him back without 
waiting for extradition, then he changed 
bis mind and decided to fight the matter 
out. Ho does not, it is claimed, feur con- 
viction and punishment by I he white courts, 
but does fear the vengeance of bis own 
countrymen. The Highbinders of San 
Francisco, Mr. Arnold explains, have inves- 
tigated the case, unil pronounced sentence 
of death against the prisoner unless full 
restitution is made, unci bold his partners 
hostage, also under sentence of death, until 
he returns. This would account for the 
Chinaman's expressions of fear when ar- 
rested ; at the time ho offered the police 
sergeant $5,000 in cisli for freedom be im 
plored him not to let. " them kill him."

DIAJIOND 0UE DIAMOND. 

A Full Measure or Reciprocity to be Meted 
Out to American Wreckers. 

It was rumored in this eity, yesterday, 
that Captain Whiteluw, who is now in San 
Francisco, has made proposals to the owners 
of tbe wrecked steamer San Pedro, to raise 
her from her precarious position and hand 
her over to them us sound us ever again. 
Whether such proposals have really been 
made is a matter of doubt, but Captain 
Whitelaw has reason to expect that no 
vessel or wrecker of any kind belonging to 
the United States will be allowed to carry 
out such woi k in these waters. 

Captain Hewitt, of the San Pedro, who 
naturally deplores the critical position his 
vessel is in, and who does not feel like wait- 
ing patiently for her to go to pieces on the 
rocks, is most anxious to have an attempt 
made to raise her, and he is confident 
that, if the proper appliances ure used, she 
can bo saved. On Tuesday, he visited 
Collector Milne, and, as a result of the 
interview, telegraphed the Minister of Cus- 
toms at Ottawa, explaining his position, and 
begging that he might be allowed to send 
for help to the other side of the line, to 
assist him in raising the vessel, at the same 
lime promising tiie Minister that, if his 
request was granted, he would make use of 
every wrecker and appliance to be obtained 
in this province before getting aid from 
elsewhere, and that he only usked for the 
latter consideration because he did not 
think that Victoria possessed sufficient 
material for his purpose. No answer has, 
as yet, been received to this message. 

It will be remembered that a few weeks 
ago the local wrecker Mascoite was ordered 
out of American waters in a very per- 
emptory manner on her attempting to 
do some wrecking at Auacortes, Collector 
Milne, who was spoken to on the subject, 
yesterday, intends to go in for the fullest 
measure of reciprocity in this matter, and 
states emphatically that, unless special in- 
structions are received from Ottawa, it u ill 
go hard with any American wrecker trying 
to ply its trade on our side of the boundary. 

The Americans are notoriously hard on 
any British vessel attempting to wreck on 
their coasts, and Mr. Milne, while extend- 
ing every courtesy in his power in other 
matters, intends to show them that the rule 
will work both ways. Ho says that there 
is not a shadow of doubt, if a favorable 
answer is received from Ottawa, that there 
will be express conditions attached to it, 
making it imperative that every possible ap- 
pliance for raising the San Pedro that 
can he obtained here must be 
utilized also. It is the opinion of the Col- 
lector that, us soon us I lie Fisheries question 
is concluded and disposed of, the wrecking 
business will be dealt with. On Lake Hu- 
ron, in the fall of the year, when hundreds 
of vessels ar« continually running from 
Chicago to Buffalo with wheat, it often 
happens that on each side of the narrow 
end of the lake dozens of them come to 
tirief and are stranded and sunk ut its 
narrow end. It is peculiar to see this, and 
to notice often that, although several 
wreckers abound in the lake, no relief can 
be given the vessels because the accident 
bus happened them on the wrong side of 
the boundary.

William Ellis, known as "Squaw Bill," 
;ommittcd suicide, at Missoula. Montana, 
by placing a gun in his mouth and blowing 
3 ir his head, lie owned 200 squaws and 
hired them out on the padrone system, the 
snuaws had risen in rebellion 

Tlie Queen has appointed l>r. Creser, 
organist of Leeds parish church, to be 
organist in the chapel of the Royal St. 
James' Palace and composer to Her Majesty 
in succession to Dr. Jekyl, who retires 
through ill health, after 10 years' service. 
There were 240 candidates for the post, 
which is worth about §2,500 a year. 

Sir Frederick Leighton has consented to 
act as chairman of the tine art exhibition of 
the Royal Society of Art at the Chicago 
exposition. In order to give Sir Frederick 
proper oilicial status, it will be proposed to 
re elect him to the vice-presidency of the 
Society of Arts, from which ho retired a 
couple of years ago. 

A meeting of Japanese residents of San 
Francisco was held last night at the rooms 
of the Japanese consul to adopt measures 
for the relief of the sufferers in the recent 
earthquake. It was proposed to raise a 
fund immediately, and on receipt of further 
information to adopt such other measures 
as were deemed advisable. 

T. H. Goodman, general passenger agent 
of the Southern l'acific company, has re- 
ceived information that the Mining Kngi- 
neers' association of America will hold its 
annual convention at Monterey, on .January 
3rd next. The association delegates will 
come out in a special train by the Union 
and Central l'aeitie. 

General Freight Agent Spriggs, of the 
Nickle Plate, has resigned the chairmanship 
of the special east-bound commission, which 
is composed of the manage: 8 ijjid officials of 
all the east-bound lines. These officials aie 
hound by oath to refrain from all manipula- 
tions. Mr. Spriggs is now struggling under 
the weight of two indictments found by 
federal grand juries for rate manipulations. 

Deputy United States Marshal Marsten 
brought over to San Francisco from Alcat- 
raz Island Cavalryman Snyder, who is 
charged with the murder of Sergeant Ander- 
son in Oklahoma. It is claimed that dur- 
ing a wordy controversy Snyder shot and 
killed his superior officer and then escaped 
The prisoner is now being taken to the 
>»cene of tlio murder to stand his trial. 

Word has been received from the City of 
Mexico, announcing the death of Don Luis 
Muller, of heart failure. He has long been 
known as the Jay Gould of Mexico, having 
been the originator of many gigantic 
schemes, financial and otherwise. He 
founded in Mexico the largest colony of 
Mormons that is to be found outside of 
Utah. 

Pauper Hungarian Jews, assisted to Can- 
ada by the Huron Hirsch fund, have, it is 
Baid, been crossing the line, having no vis- 
ible means of support. A family, absolutely 
without resources, were, on Monday, re- 
turned to Winnipeg, whence they came, by 
customs inspectors. Treasury officials say 
that unless a sharp look-out he kept, pau- 
per Jews and Chinamen will flock across in 
great numbers. 

Milwaukee has decided to provide for the 
Democratic convention next year, and 
w ithin a few days Mayor Sommers will take 
formal measures to bring the matter to the 
Milwaukee public. St. Paul will, however 
■ make a formidable bid for the convention 
and confidently expects to get it. It, with 
in three days, raised a guarantee fund of 
$50,000, exclusive of a fund of $15,000, for 
the erection of a gigantic wigwam. 

The U.S. steamship Marion, Captain 
Bartlett, which arrived at Yokohama, Nov- 
ember 10, from Honolulu, reports that on 
October 28, when 500 miles oil' the Japanese 
coast, the sea suddenly grew rough and 
choppy, huge waves rolled uhout in an 
eccentric fashion, and the ship was tossed 
about heavily. The weather was calm, and 
no change in the atmosphere preceded the 
phenomenon. The officers of the vessel are 
confident that the ship felt u rellux of the 
great earthquake which Occurred on that 
date. 

The announcement at San Francisco that 
Florida oranges infested with scale were 
being exposed for sale in the city markets 
led to prompt action on the part of the 
State Horticultural Hoard. " A carload is 
now on its way trom Portland,"' said the 
quarantine officer. " We have made ar- 
rangements to take charge of tlx: car, ami 
before the fruit is permitted to be exposed 
for sale we shall thoroughly fumigate itpvith 
hydrocyanic acid gas. This will not injure 
it, either as to appearance or for eating, hut 
will destroy the scale." 

The N. Y. Herald's special oablecram 
from Valparaiso says : Francis Coohoncha, 
one of Balmaceda's ministers of justice, was 
shot by the government pickets in Keor- 
derillas pass while he was endeavoring to 
escape into the Argentine republic Honor 
Gochonoha had applied to the CJ. S. minis- 
ter for an asylum in the American legation. 
His appeal was refused on the ground that 
the list of refugees had been furnished to 
the government, and that the minister did 
not feel justified to add to it. 

Mr. Whalley, a solicitor of Blackburn, 
Lancashire, died recently a bankrupt, hav- 
ing ruined clients whom ho supplied with 
false deeds for investments Which they had 
entrusted to him. Not only wore his clients 

deceived and plundered, but members of 
his family were involved in the ruin. Mr. 
Taylor, his son-in-law, a merchant in Liver- 
pool, has been in trouble ever since his 
death. He had lent his father-in-law 
£10,000 and became surety for several large 
amounts. The complications involved Tay- 
lor beyond hope, and he committed suicide 
by shooting.

sign of the uneasiness which generally pre- 
vails in Germany respecting the recent drift 
of public affairs, When Prince Bismarck 
was at the helm Russia was a rcul friend 
and Franco was still isolated, while the 
policy of Austria and Italy was dictated 
from Berlin. Now, it is said, not only is 
there undisguised rapproachment between 
Russia and fiance, but Russia and Austria 
have become more friendly thau since the 
Crimean war. Ami if Austria shows signs 
of withdrawing from the triple alliance, 
everybody knows that Italy would at once 
throw over Germ my. Then, in spite 
of the Emperor's efforts to conciliate Swe- 
den, Denmark and Greece these countries have 
thrown themselves into the arms of Russia, 
Bismarck's policy was to isolato France, but 
Emperor William has gone a long way to- 
ward isolating Germany. There is a pain- 
ful impression in Germany that tlio French 
have really grown strong, which is inten- 
sified by the fact that the confidence of the 
people in the invincibility of their army 
has been seriously shaken.

LORD SALISBURY'S SPEECH. 



Other Topics Dwelt Upon at Binning- 
Lam— The Untllled Land Question 
— Protection Needed. 



Blackthorns and Priests in Ireland 
The Archbishops Defying the Pope 
—Territorial Consolidation. 



Birmingham, Nov. 25.— Lord Salisbury, 
in his speech in Masonic hall on the politi- 
cal topics of the day, said he was in favor 
of rating the ground of landlords, provided 
the reform be executed with fairness ami 
not made the occasion for gratifying class 
antipathy. Morley's complaint about the 
land not being tilled, said the premier, is 
due to the withdrawal of the protection un- 
der which the land forniet ly grew wheat. 
That, mid he, is the pi ice you pay for tlie 
advantages of free trade. Nowhere in the 
world will you find corn grow without pro- 
tection. In the fifty-second degree of lati- 
tude it is absurd to imagine th.it it is pos- 
sible to correct this defect without abandon- 
ing the great policy to which we are all 
attached. If we have read aright the poli- 
tical history of the past two years, the 
great towns will support them on the ques- 
tion of Home Rule, and if the rural dis- 
tricts take the opposite view, it is on some 
local matter. In the possible event of a 
Gladstonian victory they will tight at every 
step in the Commons. 

Speaking of Gladstone's references to the 
House of Lords, Salisbury said it is con- 
temptible to menace without power to exe- 
cute the menace. When Gladstone is able 
to present home rule to the electors, and 
bring a decisive majority in favor of it, ho 
will not have much trouble with the Lords. 
He cannot menace the House of Lords 
without a revolution, and he can not have a 
revolution on limited liability. If we 
should fail in the House of Lords, we 
would still tight to persuade the electors of 
the mistake they had committed. 

Great Britain's vast commercial and po- 
litical supremacy depends upon the domin- 
ion she exercises in many lands and in the 
various parts of the globe. If you cut oil' 
these great possessions, England, unable to 
feed one-third of her people, will bo unable 
to maintain anything hut the direst misery 
of the vast multitudes that inhabit her sod. 
You would tell the world that you are so 
weak that Ireland would he wrenched from 
you by sheer agitation. Do you not think 
the other dependencies would take the 
lesson '! 

Returning to Ireland, Salisbury said that 
in that couutry two great influences pre- 
dominated— black thornsand priests. (Laugh- 
ter. ) Nothing in modern history equalled 
the influenco of Archbishops Croko and 
\\ ulsh in the recent history of Ireland. 
Ecclesiastical domination, said he, is a par- 
asite which eats the vitality of all. After 
remarking that he believed the Irish Arch- 
bishops were defying t he l'ope, he dilated 
upon the results of giving every institution 
in Ireland into their hands und said: 

It will he only by rebellion that the Irish 
Protestants will defy such a power. It will 
be a terrible resort, cause unnumbered 
scenes of cruelty and massacre, and a revival 
of the terrible religious wars from which 
Ireland has already suffered too much. We 
shall he bound to interfere to reconquer the 
country, and the long, dreary role of seven 
centuries will recommence, We are moving 
with the stream. Gladstone is battling 
hopelessly against it. He instanced Spain, 
Germany, Italy, and the United States, as 
proving a tendency to consolidate territory, 
and said the Conservatives were certain 
that the coming election will decide in their 
favor.

THE CAUSE OF MODERN SUPER- 
STITION. 

To Tin: Fditok : — With your permission, 
I would like to add a few thoughts suggested 
by your excellent article in Sunday's paper 
on "A Modern Superstition.' 1 As you 
justly observe, " the faith of some people in 
drugs and medicines is simply boundless. '' 
Daily observation will convince any intelli- 
gent person that this is only one of many 
instances where faith and knowledge are in 
an inverse ratio to each other. The more 
knowledge people have of the nature of 
medicines and their relation to the vital or- 
ganism, the less faith have they in theii 
curative power. That so many people are- 
still believers in the eilieucy of medicines to 
cure diseases in spite of the discoveries in 
physical science, only shows the wide spread 
and stupendous ignorance of the inafiBesand 
their consequent unreasoning faith in the 
pretentions of such drug physicians as Dr. 
ICeoly. The claims of this Dr. Kcely and 
his nostrum, the bi-chloride of gold, so 
called, were exposed in the Medicd Frauds 
department of the " Good Health " Maga- 
zine some months ago. lint as such peri- 
odicals have, unfortunately, only a small 
circulation among the common people, the 
knowledge of I he exposure would be limited 
to the few. The sad case of Col. Mines refer- 
red to is only one of many melancholy instan- 
ces of disaster resulting from the substitu- 
tion of one drug or po s m for another. This 
doctrine of substitution is as false in 
physiology us in theology. It is like a man 
leavirg off swearing ami taking to stealing. 
The only cure for drunkenness is total 
abstinence. Two things must combine to 
constitute a drunkard— appetite and oppor- 
tunity — and as society is not likely very 
soon to abolish the latter, our aim should 
be to take such steps as will tend to eradi- 
cate the former. To this end I have found 
nothing in the course of my reading or 
observation which oilers such a reasonable 
hope of success as what has been called the 
" Napier Plan," 

The only plan, says Prof. Kellogg, in his 
excellent "Hand-book of Domestic Hygiene 
and Rational Medicine," which affords a 
way of escape from the clamors of appetite 
in a person trying to reform is that proposed 
by Mr. Napier, who, u few years ago, read 
before a learned society in England (i paper 
giving an account of the euro of a large 
number of eases of drunkenness by the 
adoption of a vegetable diet. The great 
chemist, Prof, Liebig, observed more than 
'JO years ago that people who used only 
vegetable food did no; take wine. Be- 
coming acquainted with this fact, Mr. 
Napier made a practical application of it, 
with the result already stated. M.
